Blasts set off to test effects of quake

Four underground blasts 


were set off before dawn 
Friday by a team of U.S. 
Geological Survey team in 
hopes of learning what 
changes occurred in the 
earth's crust during the 
Feb. 9 earthquake. 


Jerry Eaton, head of the 


agency's earthquake re- 
search center in Menlo 
Park, said the four shots, 
each involving 2,000 pounds 


of explosives, were set off 
at half-hour intervals in a 
triangular pattern in the 
uninhabited Santa Susana 
and San Gabriel mountains 
north, northeast and north- 
west of the San Fernando 
Valley. 


The valley was the cen- 


ter of the quake and some 
residents feared the test 
shots could cause another 
earthquake. 


A 
spokesman for 
the 


seismology lab at the Cali- 


fornia Institute of Technol- 
ogy said the residents had 
nothing to fear, that earth 
movements 
recorded 
at 


the time of the blasts were 
so negligible that magni- 
tude readings were impos- 
sible to make, 


Eaton said the blasts, set 


off in holes 150 feet deep 
and between 30 and 40 
miles apart, were touched 
off primarily to "provide 
calibrating material for a 
portable seismological af- 
tershock network." 


He said the researchers 


were seeking to learn how 
quickly 
seismic 
waves 


move in the earth crust in 
the test area, located gen- 
erally north of the epicen- 
ter of the Feb. 9 temblor 
that killed 64 persons and 
did damage estimated as 
high as $1 billion. 


This data 
would help 


seismologists in gauging 
the probable force of fu- 
ture quakes in the area, he 
said.

ish sicentific journal Na- 
ture proposes damming it. 


Nature saw it this way 


Thursday; 


"Does it not make sense 


to ask whether the time 
has now arrived for get- 
ting rid of the English 
Channel, preferably by a 
dam that would yield elec- 
tricity as well as a means 
of transport?" 


The N a t u r e editorial 


viewed with dismay the 


chaotic traffic on the chan- 
nel, the busiest seaway in 
the world. It pointed out 
that 800 to 1,000 ships each 
day ply the polluted waters 
of the Strait of Dover. 


"The result is," said the 


magazine, "that the prob- 
lem of predicting collisions 
in the Channel is not so 


much like predicting colli- 
sions between billiard balls 
on a smooth billiard table 
as that of predicting colli- 
sions between motor vehi- 
cles without brakes at road 
intersections without traffic 
lights." 


In the past few months 


three vessels have sunk, 
two have been damaged 
and one was grounded on 
the Goodwin Sands in the 
fitr aits. 


"In short," said the edi- 


torial, "the time will come 
when the best 
way of 


avoiding mutual shipping 
damage in the Channel

Britain plans review of Concorde SST project

' LONDON — Prime Min- 
ister Edward Heath has 
•ordered his top-level policy 


analyst, Lord Rothschild, 
to make a special study of 
the 
Concorde supersonic 


aircraft project. 


The step, learned Fri- 
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day, indicates continuing 
concern 
about Concorde 


in 
the 
British 
govern- 


ment despite Thursday's 
agreement by British and 
French ministers to build 
four more production mod- 
els of the plane. 


Lord Rothschild was ap- 


pointed last October to 
head a new body created 
by Heath, the Central Poli- 
cy Review Staff. It is a 
small, elite group that is 
supposed to analyze the 


consequences 
of 
major 


government proposals. 


Exactly what aspects of 


the project the policy re- 
view staff will now study 
is not known. But it seems 
likely that Heath changed 
signals and asked for a 
look at Concorde primarily 
because of worry about the 
economics of the project. 


Informed sources made 


clear Friday that the Brit- 
ish government was not fi- 
nally committed to 
full 
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commercial production of 
the plane. The sources said 
the 
government 
would 


make that decision only af- 
ter it had the final word 
from the airlines. 


Complicating the situa- 


tion for Britain is the rela- 
tionship with France, which 
is an equal partner in the 
enterprise. 


The French government 


has given every indication 
of 
enthusiasm for Con- 


corde. For Britain to aban- 
don it now might therefore 
sour the whole relationship 
between the two countries 
— 
and 
hurt 
British 


chances of acceptance into 
the Common Market. 
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will be to do away with the 
shipping. 


"But, even as things are, 


much of the shipping ex 
ists only because the Chan- 
nel exists. If there were a 
dam from Dover to Calais, 
or (if the natural causeway 
which 
disappeared 6,000 


years ago with the melting 
of the ice were still intact, 
cross-Channel traffic would 
go by dry land." 


Dover is in England and 


Calais in France. 


Nature 
added: "The

would probably lie nearby 
but Scandinavia would still

now as short in time as 
that through the Strait of 
Dover." 


The magazine said Lon- 


don's third airport, proba- 
bly to be located at Foul- 
ness on the coast, would 
add to the Channel prob- 
lems. It is clear, it said, 
"That the Channel tunnel 
will not be built/' 


It declared Britain and 


France were right to view 
skeptically the economic 
worth of a tunnel. 


Then, it concluded: "If 


they wait long enough they 
may even find the Channel 
clogs up without deliberate 
intervention with the hulls 
of all the ships likely to be 
sunk there by collisions in 
the next few years." 


Ex-British chief

LONDON W — Former

Minister 


Harold 
MacmilUm 
said 


Friday that the late Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er "surrendered all pow- 
er" to John Foster Dulles 
and should not have run 
for a second term. 


In a BBC television in- 


terview 
ranging over his 


own years of power, Mac- 
millan claimed that Dulles, 
the late secretary of state, 
said, "Don't bother what 
the President says, I write 
what the President says." 
He did not give the cir- 
cumstances 
under which 


Dulles allegedly made the 
remark. 


Speaking of Dulles and 


Eisenhower 
in the crises 


over Egypt's seizure of the 
Suez Canal in 1956, Mac- 
millan said, "The Presi- 
dent 
had really surren- 


dered to him all power. He 
had been ill of course . • . 
and it was very doubtful 
whether he would run a 
second 
time, 
which 
he 


ought not to have done, 
really." 


Macmillan, 
77, accused 
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Dulles 
of 
breaking 
his 


word to Britain when the 
late 
Egyptian 
President 


Gamal Abdel Nasser na- 
tionalized the canal. Brit- 
ain and France attacked 
Egypt but they were op- 
posed by America and the 
Soviet Union. The fiasco 
toppled 
Prime 
Minister 


Anthony Eden and Mac- 
millan 
replaced 
him in 


January 1957. 


"I first got the impres- 


sion from Eisenhower and 
Dulles that they were de- 
termined not to let Nasser 
get away with seizing the 
Suez 
Canal," 
Macmillan 


told 
interviewer 
Robert 


McKenzie. 


After Britain and France 


attacked, 
"Dulles 
forced 


through the most offensive 
and insulting resolutions at 
the United Nations, com- 
bining in a strange coali- 
tion with the Russians to 
knock us about," Macmil- 
lan added. "But had the 
Americans supported us I 
think we could have swung 
the whole United Nations, 
which was very much un- 
der American control at 
that time." 


Goldwater defends 
war-making powers

WASHINGTON - 
Sen. 


Barry Goldwater told the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Rela- 


tions Committee Friday 
that proposals to impose 
legislative restrictions on 
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the President's 
war-mak- 


ing powers were "impro- 
per, unwise and perhaps il- 
legal." 


Goldwator, from Arizo- 


na, who as a leader of Re- 
publican conservatives has 
frequently 
criticized the 


concentration of domestic 
powers in the Presidency, 
argued that when it comes 
to foreign policy, particu- 
larly the authority to make 
war, 
the President has 


constituional powers that 
"have never been ques- 
tioned." 


He warned that any Con- 


gressional 
interference 


with the President's pow- 
ers as commander-in-chief 
could "utterly demolish" 
the nation's "dependability 
as an ally." 


In a lengthy legal brief, 


Goldwater raised the first 
serious objections to vari- 
ous bills being considered 
by 
the 
committee that 


would limit the President's 
ability to commit Ameri- 
can troops to foreign hos- 
tilities without congression- 
al consent. 


Goldwater's brief raised 


a question within the com- 
mittee as to whether tha 
war 
powers 
legislation 


would now run into serious 
resistance from conserva- 
tives and perhaps from the 
administration.

sia to the moon but she 
trails the Soviets by two 
years in progress for orbit- 
ing a manned space station. 


It's the next American 


space target — two years 
away and three years be- 
hind schedule. 


The dual flight of Soyuz 


10 and the unmanned S:v 
lute appears to be a major 
Soviet 
step 
toward 
a 


manned space station. The 
first U.S. space station will 
be a two-story laboratory 
called Skylab. 


The present launch date 


is April 1973, 36 months 
later than o r i g i n a l l y 
planned because of budget 
cuts in the space program 
which have also caused a 
stretchout in the Apollo 
moon program. 


The Apollo program Is to 


end next year following 
three more moon-landing 
missions. 


A day or two after the 


projected launch of Ameri- 
ca's Skylab, plans call for 
hm-ling into space a modi- 
fied Apollo spacecraft with 
a three-man crew to link 
up with Skylab. The crew- 
men are to remain aboard 
for 28 days. 


Two additional crews are 


to visit the station later in 
the year. Each will remain 
aboard 56 days. 


Each crew will include a 


doctor and scientist. They 
will conduct medical, engi- 
neering and scientific ex- 
periments to set guidelines 
for larger more permanent 
labs designed to orbit for 
years and accommodate 50 
or more people. 


Both the United States 


and Russia realize that for 
a permanent station to be 
economical it must be ser- 
viced from earth by a 
r e u s c a b l e airplane-like 
vehicle. Repeated launch- 
ings of men and supplies 
on one-shot rockets would 
be too expensive. 


If 
Congress 
approves, 


the U.S. space agency will 


build a space shuttle capa- 
ble of making 100 or more 
round trips into space. The 
agency had hoped to start 
flying this rocket plane in 
1975, 
but this has been de- 


layed until at least 197B by 
budget problems. The Sovi- 
ets have said they are de- 
veloping a shuttle, but lit- 
tle is known about their 
progress. 


Why a space station? 
Experts 
say potential 


benefits are 
incalculable. 


They say a station would 
be an excellent test bed 
for technology and systems 
necessary for earth appli- 
cations missions. 


It would be an advanta- 


geous viewing platform for 
air and sea traffic control, 
navigation and rescue op- 
erations. Weather observa- 
tions and forecasts, superi- 
or to any now possible, 
can be made by orbiting 
meteorologists. Agricultur- 
al, forest and mineral re- 
sources could be assayed 
with new dimensions. 


Advanced 
communica- 


tions studies could be car- 


ricd out, leading to direct 
radio and television broatl- 
custing to homes anywhere 
on earth. W i t h o u t the 
s h i m m e r i n g haxe of 
earth's atmosphere, astro- 
nomical 
observations 
of 


great accuracy could be 
made to the far reaches of 
the solar system. 


In the perfect vacuum 


and weightlessness, unpre- 
cedented new manufactur- 
ing techniques could be af>- 
plied. 
Among 
industrial 


products that cotdd be pro- 
duced are perfectly round 
ball 
bearings, 
precision 


optical lenses, superstrong 
material and pure medical 
vaccines. 


Scientists feel the most 


significant 
returns 
w i l l 


come from the unexpected, 
and 
they foresee great 


advances in the physical 
chemical 
and 
medical 


sciences. 


Engineers, 
scientists, 


medical men and astrono- 
mers would spend time in 
the station, just as they 
now spend time as visiting 
rcasearchers at laborato- 


ries ami observatories on 
earth. 


The station also could 


serve as an orbiting plat- 
form for military missions. 


Astronauts could conduct 


daily reconaissance over 
every part of the globe, 
spotting missile bases, air- 
craft, 
submarines 
and 


troop movements. 


They could inspect and 


possibly disable unfriendly 
satellites. Many U.S. ob- 
servers feel a strong space 
military capability is a 
major goal of the Russian 
program. 


Because of commercial 


applications, someone oth- 
er than the government 
might be willing to foot 
much of the bill for a 
space station.

WASHINGTON - The 


Apollo 15 lunar mission

Apollo 15 is to land near 


Hadley Hille about 3:15 
p.m. July 30. The site is 
ringed by 13,000-foot peaks 


overlooking Hadley Rille, a 
meandering 1,200-foot can- 
yon. 


For the first time the as- 


tronauts will be using the 
lunar 
rover 
vehicle, 
a 


four-wheeled 
device 
de- 


signed to give them mobili- 
ty up to four miles in rad- 
ius, for 15 to 20 miles total 
travel distance. 


Because of the confusion 


encountered by the Apollo 
14 astroanuts in the fea- 
tureless sand dune-type lu- 
nar terrain, the Apollo 15 
astronauts will open the 
tunnel at the top of the lu- 
nar 
lander's cabin and 


climb out on top and use 
their vehicle as an ob- 
servation platform. It will 
be the first time this has 
been done. 


The idea is to give Scott 


and Irvin a better idea of 


what the terrain Is like 
and what they might use 
for landmarks in their ex- 
tended moon-buggy trips. 


The 
newly 
scheduled 


climb to the top of the lu- 
nar lander will last half an 
hour, the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Admin- 
istration said. 


In addition, there will be 


three separate moonwalks, 
all of them involving lunar 
rover transportation. 


On the way home from 


the 
moon, Worden wi 11 


leave the command mod- 
ule to climb out onto the 
service module and re- 
trieve film magazines. 


The film will be part of 


a major mapping project 
carried out in connection 
with a new package of 
orbital 
scientific experi- 


ments.

WASHINGTON - The 


United States is falling be- 
hind in its ability to keep 
track of Russian submar- 
ines, according to the head 
of the Navy's Office of An- 
tisubmarine Warfare. 


Vice Adm. Turner F. 


CallweU, who will retire 
from his post at the end of 
this month, said in an in- 
terview that he is particu- 
larly concerned about the 
growing difference in the 
number of ships, planes 
and 
submarines 
in the 


fleets of the United States 
and the Soviet Union, 


"It i s true," he said, 


"that the military man al- 
ways wants overwhelming 
superiority. 
But 
we're 


going in the opposite direc- 
tion very rapidly." 


The United States is de- 


commissioning antisubma- 
rine escort ships 
faster 


than they are being built 
and there are not enough 


now scheduled to be built 
to make up the difference, 
Caldwell said. 


"This is a problem the 


country must address itself 
to with dispatch," he de- 
clared. 


A naval aviator in the

mittee make the inquiry. 


"This matter of surveil-

checked," Celler said. But 


the New York Democrat 
stopped short of embracing 
Boggs' demand for Hoo- 
ver's resignation or ouster. 


Anderson, 
although he 


did agree on the need for 
an inquiry into the FBI's 
activities, also disagreed 
with Boggs that Hoover 
ought to be fired.

Dr. Pfeiffer. an associate 


professor of psychiatry at 
Duke, said a continuing 
study of various aspects of 
the aging process indicated 
some difference in the ear- 
ly factors which influenced 
the later sex life of men 
and women.

ual enjoyment, past inter- 
est, 
and past frequency 


were 
highly 
correlated 


with present sexual inter- 
est 
and activities, 
for 


women past enjoyment of 
sexual experiences was the 
most contributing factor," 
he said.

study. 


The psychiatrist and oth- 


er participants in a sym- 
posium on sexuality in the 
aging told newsmen that 
sex continues to play an 
important role in the lives 
of 
many 
aging people, 


even those in their 90s. 


"We do not have to feel 


that sex has to come to a 
close at age 60 or 65," said 
Dr. Robert B. Greenblatt, 
chairman of the depart- 
ment of endocrinology at 
the 
Medical 
College of 


Georgia at Augusta. 


Dr. Pfeiffer said that al- 


though sexual activity de- 
clines gradually with age, 
some e l d e r l y persons 
reach a plateau which they 
maintain, and a few may 
even increase their sexual 
activty. 


Sex life in old age is 


more of a problem for 
women because men die 
younger, he said. 


"WOMEN in this country 


have made the mistake of 
marrying men four years 
their senior," Dr. Pfeiffer 
said. Men die, on the aver- 
age, 
seven years younger 


than women, leaving a pe- 
riod of 11 years of widow- 
hood, he said. 


He noted however, that 


the age difference at the 
time of marriage is drop- 
ping and is now about 2V4 
years. 


Some other factors play 


a role also in later sex life, 
the psychiatrist 
s a i d . 


These.include social status 
and income. 


Dr. F. P. Rhoads, emeri- 


tus attending physician at 
Grace Hospital in Detroit, 
said that unless hormone 
therapy is administered af- 
ter menopause, "the aver- 
age woman is confronted 
with some 30 years of ex- 
istence as a neuter." 


Dr. 
Rhoads said that 


"with proper replacement 
therapy the female can re- 
tain or regain her true 
feminity and sexuality." 


RUT HK said, "since the 


majority of physicians are 
males, many of them have 
a strong subconscious re- 
luctance to accept the con- 
cept of restoring the fem- 
inity and increasing the 
longevity of women." 


"Fortunately, however,"

Industrialists' ideas changing faster than students9 


tt Proff«» Section 


College 
students have 


changed 
greatly 
in the 


past five years, admits Dr. 
Dale Voder, director of the 
Bureau of Business Ser- 
vices and Research at Cal- 
ifornia State College, Long 
Beach. 


Bat industrial ami busi- 


ness managers have also 
changed 
greatly 
in the 


past five, years — iin some 
ways perhaps more than 
students, he hastens to 
add. 


Yoder, art international 


authority 
on 
personnel 


management and industri- 
al relations, has made it 
his business to keep track 
of the shifts in goals and 
values of both students and 
managers. 


"If you are going to 


manage people, it is sort 
of a general principle that 
you nave to understand 
them," he says. "Since a 
man's value system is a 
very 
important part of 


him, you had better under- 
stand his values. If those 
values are changing, you 
had better keep track of 
how they are changing." 


Several years ago Dr. 


Voder developed question- 
naires designed to locate 
student positions on var- 
ious issues. 


In off-campus consulta- 


tion with management, he 
has applied the same "ex-' 
ercises" 
to 
managers. 


Then he compares the stu- 
dents' profile with the pro- 
file nf the managers. 


"Take two items dealing 


with environmental pollu- 
tion 
and 
military con- 


tracts. Four or five years 
ago, most managers would 
have held that some pollu- 


tion was inevitable and not 
of special concern to busi- 
ness. They would have be- 
lieved that business ought 
to be free to accept any 
kind of legal contract, mil- 
itary or otherwise. 


"A few weeks ago when 


I compiled a 
profile of 


managers 1 was meeting 
with at Monterey, I was 
quite shocked to find that 
they had changed so much, 
it was hard to find any dis- 
tinction between the stu- 
dents and the managers on 
these two items." 


STUDENTS, 
business- 


men and the rest of us 
have always been chang- 
ing, Voder believes, 
al- 


though change may be a 
little more apparent in the 
past few years, both he- 
cause the change is closer 
to us and there has boon a 
marked difference in phys- 
ical style. 


"When managers ask m« 


about long-haired students, 
I point out that they look 
different, too. ' L o o k at 
your sideburns In the mir- 
ror,' I tell them, 'then look 
at a picture taken of your- 


self a few years ago.' " 


Businessmen seem to be 


Impressed 
a n d relieved 


when shown the results of 
his profiles, Voder said. 
They had received the im- 
pression from news media 
and movies that students 
"arp really far out." 


Perhaps 
Dr. 
Voder's 


equanimity in the face nf 
change reflects 
a 
confi- 


dence born of the three 
major changes he made in 
academic location in his 
own career without chang- 
ing its overall direction. 


After distinguished ser- 


vice as a professor of eco- 
nomics at the University of 
Minnesota from 
1935 to 


1957, he moved to Stan- 
ford, where he was direc- 
tor of the industrial rela- 
tions division in the gradu- 
ate school of business. 


He retired from Stanford 


in I9fi7 and camp to Cali- 
fornia State College, Long 
Hench.

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New credit reporting act may be hobbled from start

What do you do it your credit rating goes bad1' 
A new federal law. the Kair Credit Reporting Act, 


that goes into effuel 
this weekend, gives consumers 


some rights against the use of erroneous data in the files 
of credit bureaus. 


Dossiers on almost every miull American are kept in 


lht> files of sonic 2.JHK) credit bureaus and local mer- 
chants' associations. 


Credit bureaus freely exchange information from 


iheir dossiers and sell it to their clients for credit re- 
ports, hiring references, 
insurance applications, and 


even for mailing lists. 


Hut prior to the new law there was virtually no way 


for the consumer to protect his financial standing, and 
perhaps even his personal reputation. 


The new law means that after you have been told 


that a credit bureau report has hurt your credit, insur- 
ance or employment status, you have the right to obtain 
from the bureau "the nature and substance of all infor- 
mation" about you in its file. 


The exception is medical information. 
You also have the right to be told the sources of al- 


most all information except hearsay evidence about your 
character or reputation. 


WHEN A CREDIT BUREAU tells you what's in your 


file, it must also tell you the names of any firms that 
received your credit record during the previous six 
months. 


It must tell you who received your record for em- 


ployment purposes in the previous two years. 


'Ordinarily, you must go to the credit bureau for this 


information, but at your written request and after taking 
proper precautions'about identifying you. the bureau is 
allowed to give you the information over the telephone. 
' 
Suppose you find out that Ihe credit bureau has 


talse. incomplete or inaccurate information about you.

If you go to the credit bureau within 30 days of re- 


Reiving official word of the bad report, the law says that 
all of the services required of the bureau must be per- 
formed without charge to you. 


You have a legal right to know what's in your credit 


bureau file even if you haven't been told there may be 
information there against you. In that case, you may be 
charged a "reasonable" amount. 


But if you find wrong or incomplete information in 


your iile, the credit bureau must make correction and 
also send corrective notices without charge. 
* 


THE rAIR CREDIT REPORTING ACT generally 


forbids bureaus to send out adverse information more 
than seven years old. 


The exceptions include bankruptcy, which may be 


reported for 14 years, and there is no time limit on in- 
formation in reports on those who apply for a loan or a 
life insurance policy of $50,000 or more or those who ap- 
ply for a job with an annual salary of $20,000 or more. 


There are occasions on which you can sue a credit 


bureau, but Consumers Union says the law limits a con- 
sumer's right. You'd have to prove the credit bureau 
had willful intent to injure you or that a bureau or user 
of its information violated the Fair Credit Reporting Act. 


Consumers Union believes the threat of law suits 


may prove to be the only effective enforcement. This is 
because the credit bureau lobbyists managed to win a 
provision hobbling the authority of the Federal Trade 
Commission to enforce the new law.

While profits improved for some steel producers in 


the first quarter, others are reporting lower earnings 
and even falling into the red, the business magazine 


said. One steel company that had a net loss in the first 
quarter of 1970 had a healthy net profit in the first quar- 
ter of 1971, and another company that has been profit- 
less for nearly two years made a small net profit in the 
first quarter. 


In 1970, total net profits in the domestic steel indus- 


try slumped 42 per cent. Net profit on sales was only 
2.65 per cent, the poorest return since 1938 when the in- 
dustry lost money. 


Average weekly production of raw steel this month 


is running higher than ever before. Industry Week esti- 
mates U.S. mills poured 2,922,000 net tons in the week 
ended Apr. 17 compared with 2,932,000 tons the previous 
week. All-time record was the 2,940,000 net tons poured 
in the week ended Apr. 3. The previous weekly record 
was 2,922,000 tons produced in late April 1968, when steel 
users were hedging against the possibility of a steelwork- 
ers' strike.

The decline in the week ended Apr. 17 is attributed [o 


the need to take off some equipment for repairs. There is 
little idle capacity that can be pressed into use as a sub- 
stitute.

I don't like to be unfair, 


but since quite a bit of 
rent money is involved, I 
don't like to be paying for 
two places at the same 
time. Is my present land- 
lord right in saying that 
he should have "at least" 
two months' notice? — 
MRS. W.S. 


ANSWER, The sort of 


tenancy you are talking 
about — going from month 
to month without any writ- 
ten lease — is extremely 
common. It isn't all quite 
as casual as it sounds, 


however, for the reason 
that the law takes the posi- 
tion that such a month-to- 
month tenancy cannot be 
terminated without giving 
notice. It works both ways, 
of course, and the landlord 
can't bounce the tenant out 
on his ear without giving 
notice of his intentions any- 
more than the tenant can 
simply pack up in mid- 
night and leave the land- 
lord out on a limb. 


How much notice is re- 


quired, however, is some- 
what up for grabs since it 
will vary from state to 
state. In many states, a 
month's or 30 days' notice 
is required, but the period 
of time is regionally, pret- 
ty free swinging. 


As 
an 
example, Ala- 


bama, Arizona and Colora- 
do require 10 days' notice 
be 
posted to terminate 


monthly tenants whereas 
in Florida the period is 15 
days afld in North Carolina 
the period is seven days. 


I suggest that you call 


either your lawyer or your 
state's real estate depart- 
ment to determine what 
the requirement is in your 
state. As a wild guess, 
however, I would imagine 
that you are on perfectly 
safe ground with your one 
month's notice.

splitting up and we want 
to get out of this apart- 
ment lease that we are 
tied to — it still has about 
eight months to run. 


We've heard a lot of 


jokes about "lease-break- 
ing" parties, but is it pos- 
sible that this is a way out 
for us?—Mr. L.L.T. 


ANSWER: Theoretically, 


since destruction of prop- 
erty is a standard cause 
for lease termination, you 
can hold such a party suc- 
cessfully. In reality, it's a 
pretty messy proposition, 
and is unnatural enough to 
go against the grain of 
most people. 


Here's a point you might 


keep in mind: Apartment 
owners have quite a grape- 
vine, you know, and if 
word gets out about the 
type of tenant you are, you 
may be seeking new quar- 
ters for a long, long time. 
MR. CAMPBELL: 


I have an agreement 


with a broker for the sale 
of my home, and 
after 


signing it, he requested an 
"advance" from me to pay 
for newspaper advertising 
in connectin with the prop- 
erty. 


A friend has since told 


me that this is improper, 
and now I don't know 
whether I should have paid 
this or not. —Mrs. K,V. 


ANSWER: It is, indeed, 


improper. 
The 
broker's 


compensation for such out- 
lays is supposed to come 
out of his commission once 
the property has been sold. 
I would get together with 
him and your lawyer and 
straighten this out before 
he finds other incidental 
expense to hang around 
your neck.
